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Advocalism 


The very definition of Advocalism is a system of government where all bureaucracies are privatized, 
and the President appoints a government advocate who will represent and be the head of that 
bureaucracy. Also marked by a government owned(centralized) monetary system, rather than by the 
Federal Reserve or a central bank. 


The Government Advocate would own and run the bureaucracy, such as Social Security or 
Environmental Protection Agency. The Advocate then hires federal contractors who will propose 
regulations, and each contractor will vote on the proposed regulation. If the vote passes, the final 
decision is made by the Advocate. The Advocate can either pass the proposal or they can veto it. If the 
proposal is passed by the Advocate, it becomes law. Although, the President is the only person that is 
above the Advocate, and can therefor override their regulations. 



Monetary System 

You are probably wondering how the money would be owned by the government than by a central 
bank, especially since all bureaucracies would be privatized and owned by Advocates. The answer is 
that the President will run the government owned bank. He will appoint a Director who will oversee the 
bank. The Director will hire federal contractors that will answer to the Director. The Director has the 
power to appoint positions, such as managers/assistant managers, assistants, accountants, and they can 
create their own job titles for their hired federal contractors just as long as the bank is being ran and 
managed lawfully. 

The money would then be distributed to the public, and the money would be locally owned by their 
communities. Although, counterfeitting the money would still be a federal offense, a Class B Felony. 
All money will originate from the government owned bank, then given to local banks. 



Government Advocate 


The Government Advocates are appointed by the President, who will own their respective 
bureaucracies that can't be fired by the President. They reside over their bureaucracy until the next 
President takes office. The next President can either keep some or all of the Advocates, or they can fire, 
then appoint new ones. 

The Advocate hires federal contractors who will act as regulators that vote on new regulation proposals. 
Any of the contractors can propose a new idea, and the Advocate brings the proposal to the floor. Each 
contractor votes either Yes or No. If the majority of them vote Yes, then the proposal is either passed or 
vetoed by the Advocate, pretty much meaning they can vote Yes or No as well. 

When the Advocate passes the proposal, it becomes regulation and law. The President is the only 
person above the Advocate, who can override their proposals. 

However, the Advocate cannot propose new regulations. They only serve to hire or fire their 
contractors, and they can only pass or veto a proposal. They may, however step down, then the 
President must appoint a new Advocate. 



Summary 

1 . All government bureaucracies are privatized. 

2. The bureaucracies are owned by a Government Advocate. 

3. The President appoints said Advocate to be head of the department. 

4. The Advocate can only do two things: Hire and fire federal contractors to act as regulators, and 
either pass or veto new proposed regulations. 

5. All federal contractors can propose new regulations, where the Advocate then brings the 
proposals to a vote. 

6. The federal contractors then vote on the proposed regulation, with either a Yes or No vote. 

7. If the majority of the contractors vote Yes, the new proposal is then sent to the Advocate to 
either pass or veto. 

8. If the new regulation is passed, it becomes law. 

9. The President is the only person above the Advocate, who can override the new law. 

10. The money is minted/created and handled by a government owned bank, which then distributes 
the money to locally owned banks. 

1 1 . Once the money comes to the local banks, the money they receive is then owned locally. 

12. Although the money is owned locally at the local level, all money originates from the 
government owned bank. 

13. The governmet owned bank is handled by a Director, who is head of the bank. 

14. The Director is appointed by the President, and may hire or fire their own federal contractors to 
run the bank. 

15. And finally, the Director may create job positions and job descriptions for their federal 
contractors.
